Observation Duty in Most Trenches 
Requires Cool Nerves and 
Great Pluck 


There is no doubt that the infan- 
tryman has the most unpleasant time 
in this war, and there is no doubt 
Hi he likes other people to know 
it. 

But there is one job that is not al- 
ys “cushy” and is apt to become 
so exciting that the “foot-slogger,” 
safe in his trench, will mutter a Jit- 
tle speech of appreciation of the fat 
that he is in the infantry. ‘For the 
man who sometimes has “real hell” 
is the observation officer, the 
of the guns. 

Once, long ago, I made the dis- 
covery that the Germans were dig- 
ging hard in their trench 35 yards 
away from us. I could occasionally 
See spades tossing up the earth, and 
the earth always came from the same 
place, which obviously meant that 
the Germans had some evil intent— 
were mining or sapping. So we 
rang up the gunners, and twenty 
minutes later a major appeared in 
eur trench, followed by a telephone 
eperator who was carrying an im- 
mense roll of wire and paying it out 
as he came along.

climb down the tree. And ,there he 
had to stay for fully five minutes, 
until we had stretched out a blanket 
under the tree and had_ telephoned 
to his batetry to shell for all they 
were worth to persuade the Hun 
snipers to keep their heads down, 
Then he jumped for safety, and es- 
caped with nothing worse than a 
flesh wound in the arm, 


But still more unpleasant was the 
situation of a subaltern who used to 
observe from a cellar of a ruined 
house, He was there one day with a 


telephone operator when the Ger 
mans suddenly began to “erump’ 
the village, and the very first shell 


landed near the exit and completcly 
entombed them. 

For over an hour the two meu 
worked to make a hole out of thoir 
prison while the Germans dropped 
“heavies” all around the house, And 
for tools they had nothing but a 
bayonet and a clasy-knife. When at 
last they had made an aperture wide 
cnough to allow them to escape, a 
shell hit the cellar as they were 
crawling out to safety. The tele- 
phone operator was killed outright, 
and the observation officer, pinned 
down by a block of masonry, had to 
wait for fourteen hours until a pas 
ser-by found him, And nearly all 
the time the village was being shell- 
ed. «¢ .

Shortage Of Wool 


Ry Saving Rags Canadians Can Help 
to Avert Serious Shortage 


In all the warring countries the de 
mand for rags, to supply the world’s 
shortage of wool, is insistent. Cana 
da is no ¢xception, and appeals are 
being made throughout the country 
for the ings of rags and old 
Clothes that they may be again used, 
in the manufacture of shoddy, to re 
lieve the strain upon the wool sup 
ply. In Great Britain, the local gov 
ernment board has called attention to 
the varied means by which this mat 
crial may be saved, as follows: 


“On account of the large stocks 
of clothing needed for the British 
and allied armies, efforts are being 
made to save the maximum quan 


tity of rags for use in shoddy mills. 
The aid. of women’s. societies has 
been inyoked in conjunction with 
urban and rural officials, The col 


lection is largely dependent upon the 
patriotic spirit of the people, but 
large supplies of old clothes and cages 
will be called for, Central depots 
are provided for storage, and when 
enough rags are on hand for ship 
nent they are forwarded to the dis- 
trict centre, where they are sorted 
and sold to mill owners, the profits 
going to the Red Cross or other war 
charities, An especial appeal is made 


to tailors and dressmakers to keep 
their cuttings Mor this purpose. Dis 
carded clothing is  sephrated into 
three classes—all wool, all cotton, 
and cotton and wool.” 

This method can be undertaken in 


Canada by many — organizations. 
Hitherto, owing to our Wasteful hab- 
its, the saving and collecting of rags 
has not appealed to us, but the war 
has brought about many changes, 
and, it is incumbent upon all Cana- 
dians to do their bit towards avert 
ing the serious shortages that other 
Wise are sure to result,

WHO 
WANTED PROMOTION 


Becoming Lance-Corporal Meant Serv- 
Ing Everybody and Being Very 
Perfect as Soldier 


A Derby recruit writes as follows 
of his early experiences in army life: 
It was a maxim of the great Napoleon 
that every private soldier carries a 


fleld-marshal’s baton in his knapsack. 
If that was trife of the Freneh arny 
over a hundred years ago it is tiebly 
true to-day of the British army, Neyer 
in our military history have the 
chances of promotion been so numer 
ous and ever-present as they are now- 
adays; the magnitude of the army and 
the class of men who have flocked to 
the colors provide the openings and 
the men to fill them, When I joined 
the army my mind was fully made up 
to earn promotion as quickly as pos- 
sible. Promotion meant more respon. 
sibility, and in some respects harder 
work, but, on the other hand, {i meant 
more money and more comforts and 
privileges. Besides, there was the spur 
of personal pride in “getting on.” I 
lost no time in seeking out my friend, 
himself a corporal, telling him of my 
determination. 


How To Get On 


“Well, the best thing you can do,” he 
laughed, “is to see that you're a little 
sinarter all-rojnd than the smartest 
man in your platoon, You'll be sur- 
prised how easy it will be to beat him 
if your heart’s in doing so, and if 
he isn’t up to the same game himself, 
If he is, both of y~» will perhaps get 
picked out for » stripe.” 

Then he tol? me some material 
ways in which I could make certain 
of pleasing “the sergeant,” and 
through him the officers. These were 
the chief ones: Obey all orders un- 
hesitatingly; keep yourself, your uni- 
form, your buttons, and your kit 
generally clean and bright; be in good 
time for every parade and every call; 
salute those entitled to be saluted 
punctiliously; keep all rules both in 
the letter and the spirit; show your- 
self keen on your work. Summed up, 
it merely amounts to doing one’s job 
properly. 

My “first stripe,” denoting the rank 
of lance-corporal, or “lance-jack,” as 
it is sometimes called, came to me 
a week ago. The jump from private 
to lance-corporal {is a sort of necessary 
evil, leading, with luck, to higher 
things. The position is a severe test 
of soldierly spirit and fitness. A 
lance-corporal is a private with a lot 
of extra work, a little authority, and 
no extra pay. 

Harder Work 

He has to work tremendously hard, 
doing all sorts of odd jobs and “run- 
ning errands” for those in high 
authority in his platoon or company 
and unless he is cheerfully determin 
ed to “stick it’ he might just ds 
well gracefully refuse the stripe at 
the beginning. Nobody likes being a 
lance-corporal, and many who try the 
experiment “revert to private at their 
own request,” but the work has to be 
donc, and it is worth while tu those 
Who mean to see it through. 

There is this consolation about it: 
no lance-corporal who can prove his 
worth nowadays is kept in the position 
for long. In the old days, before the 
war, a man might go on in the rank 
for months—years, even—buit now 
the next step up to corporal, at 32 
cents a day, is not very long delayed. 
There have been some remarkable 
rises in the ranks in the new armies, 
I know one man who joined as a 
private and was a major within a 
year; another rose to be quarter- 
master-sergeant within six months,

There are certain respects in 
which the problem by which thes 


British army is faced is unique, and} 
one of the most striking of these is 
that it must be capable of campaign- 
ing in any part of the world and in 
any climate. In the case of armiics 
like that of Germany, on the other 
hand, the problem of preparation for 
war was relatively simple. The 
ground on which the army was des- 
tined to fight was ‘known; it was an 
army designed to do battle in a par 
ticular theatre—Europe. In conse 
quence everything could be, and was 


arranged along certain well defined| 
lines, 

In the present war the importance 
of field works apparent at oa 
very early stage, partly owing to 
modern artillery and partly to the 
confirmed entrenching habit of the 


Germans, One of the cardinal in- 
structions given by the German com- 
manders to their troops on first in- 
vading France and Belgium y 
“Make trenches everywhere.” In fact 
all the continental powers had, in 
addition to their corps of engineers, 
large numbers of trainéd  pioncers, 
organized in battalions, and> suitable 
for use either as fighting troops or 


of field works and communications. 
The absolute importance of the last 
named can perhaps only be realized 
by one who has seen the roads dur- 
ings an advance. 

But, while the continent was to 
this extent prepared for trench war- 
fare, it was otherwise with Great 
Britain. In the British service only 
the Indian army possessed pioneer 
reginients, these troops being always 
necessary in conducting campaigns 
in the hill country. When the need 
for this class of troops hecame evi- 


dent steps were taken to form pio- 
neer battalions for the expedition 
ary force, From the first they prov- 
}ed their value.

pitals. This later category furnishes 
Germany an average of 50,000 nen 
per month, 

These facts are established beyond 
all doubt by outhoritative informa- 
tion from various sources. 

With the older classes, 
the colors with the outbreak of the 
war, now largely wiped out, Germany 
is making terrible inroads on her boy 
classes prematurely called to the 
front since August, 1914, These 
youths are being used to fill up the 
ranks of the infantry, where young: 
vigorous and enthusiastic soldiers 
are indispensable for the launching 
of attacks. It is here that the great 
est losses also occur. 

The German infantry at the pres- 
ent time consists closely of 40 per 
cent. of the young classes of 1915 to 
1919, The classes of 1915 to 1916, 
both of which are rapidly dwindling, 
furnish 15 per cent, of the infantry 
in the fighting lines. The class of 
1917 which is now entirely under the 
colors furnishes another 12 to 15 per 
cent, while the class of 1918, which 
is now arriving on the front in large 
numbers, furnishes another 5 to 10 
per cent. The remainder of this 
class which is still in the depots con 
stitutes practically the only reserves 
which Germany has left. 

To meet this emergency, the class 
of 1919 is now wander instruction 
while the class of 1920 has already 
been examined for conscription. 

The military age in Germany is 20 
years, In the case of the class of 
1915, it was not called to the colors 
until April of that year or at the 
age, theoretically, of 20 years and 4 
months, The class of 1916 was called 
to the colors at the age of 19 years

The Russian royal jewels, includ 
ing the gems that inerusted the im 
perial Romanoff srown, are safe 
from the democratic hands of the 
new rulers in Petrograd. With a wo 
man’s intuitive knowledge of trouble 
ahead, the former czarina had them 
deposit vault 
of Darmstadt, 


in her ancestral city

egain. 

The story of the Russian royal 


jewels is told in the Chronicle by a 
writer who says that the former czar- 
ina was largely responsible for the 
war, in that she assured her Gesman 
friends and relatives thag Russia 
would not be a formidable antagon 
ist. She proceeded to prove this 
antebellum prediction by pro-German 
intrigue which ended with the revo 


lution and the overthrow of the. Ro- 
manoff dynasty. 
3ut the former czarina, who, be 


fore her marriage was Princess Alex- 
andra Alice of Hesse, had no illu- 
sions about the family jewels in the 
summer of 1914, when she saw the 
international war clouds appear, and 
sent them in charge of trusted mes 
sengers to her brother, the Grand 
Duke of Hesse, for safe keeping ti!l 
peace was restored, The royal emis- 
saries traveled by the way of Finland 
and Sweden, They reached their des- 
tination before the mobilization of 
the Russian was complete. 

The tale of the ezarina’s German 
forchandedness in the matter of sav 
ing the family gems is said to have 


been revealed by members of the 
Russian commission who visited 
New York city recently. 

A New York socicty woman had 


her eye peeled for bargains in royal 
jewelry and approached members of 
the commission on the subject of 
purchasing a string of rare pearls 
which she had seen the former czar- 
ina wear at a fashionable European 
resort some years ago. She v 
told that she would have to talk to 
Mrs. Romanoff or her brother, the 
Grand Duke of Hesse. 
Ivan Narodny, Russian 
man and writer of New York, cor- 
roborated the article in the Chroni 
cle. Mr. Narodny said it was im 
possible to place an-exact value on 
the royal jewels, but estimated that 
they ought to bring close to one 
hundred million dollars in the mar

ket. He said they were of far great- 
er intrinsic value than the historic 
jewels deposited in the Kremlin, 


which are safe. 

‘The disappearance of the royal 
jewels became known about a month 
after the revolution, when the provi-
